2o Ihe Six-Year Flan and the railroads 


The Government Planning Commission (PKTG), working with the Central Office of 
the Metallureical Industry (CZPH), has nropared the new Six-Year Plan concerned 
for this sector of industry. This plan, suecceding the Three-Year Plan, foes 
into operation 1 January 1950 and must be completed by 31 December 1955, The 
following provisions coneerning the railroads have just been submitted to the 
Interninisterial Deonomie Committee for arproval and have not yet been published:

The three locotiva factories are located at Poznan (the 
four Ceptelski factories), Chojincs, and Chreanoy. Seheduled rroduction 
for 1950 is 280 enzines (passenrer and freight for the Yestern gauge of 
1.435 .3 from 1951 to 1955 it is 1,500 encines. Production of freirht 
ears in 1950 is 11,000 (for Western vauge of 1.435 m.)3 from 1951 to 1955 
it is 61,000 cars. . 


b. Deliveries to the USSR. During 1949 deliveries to the USSR will total 
120 locomotives and 1,000 freight cars. They will be constructed to fit 
the Soviet raure of 1,524 m. 


Russian saure rail lines in Poland 
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a. With the excertion of the Konigstorg-Blbing (Slblag) line which was re- 
atored to the Soviet gauge, all the railroads of the Polish network are 
YJestern sauge, At rresent there is no work under vay to change the gauge 
of any of these lines. There is also no indication that any bridces are 
being widened in anticipation of a chanre to Russian~pauge track. , 


b, The Soviet eauge road from Kalininerad (Konissberg) to Elblag, which 
passes throuch Braniewo (Braunsbe rg) and Faslek (Preussisch 'lolland) 
consists of a standard-cauge roac to wrich a third rail has been added. 
‘hen the slecper is lone enouch 14 is held in place by a shoe. In cer 
tain eases a coment support has tsen added to the end of the sleeper 
which itself sunports this rail. In Elblag this road ends at the Tabory 
Car~Rerair Factory. ver most of the line there are only the two Soviet- 
paupe rails. There is standard rauge, no lenger usable, only at certain 
plases on the line (stations, sidings, ete.). This road has not been finished 
yet, and wrk is still being carried on. 


Restoration to service of a railroad line 


The transverse, north-sovth, Swiebsd’in-Sulechow line, situated 100 Im. west 

of Poznan, was restored to service o: 1 May 1949, three months ahead of schedule. 
The Minister of Communications, Rabaxzowski, Marshal Zymierski, and General 
Korzcye participated in the inaugura. ceremonies. This single-track but mili- 
tarily important line will serve to relieve congestion on the tyo main lines, 
Pognan-Zbaszynek-Slubice and Poznan=:baszynex—Gubin, as it joins the two.
